Redruth, Cornwall, July 21, 1870.—At your request, I havecarefully inspected, 
both underground and surface, ‘* Wheal Davey,’’ better known as * Wheal 
Burrow and Butson’’ Mines, situate in the manor of Mithian, in the parish of 
St. Agnes, Cornwall. I find the sett about 550 fathoms east and west on the run 
of the lodes, which are eight in number, and about 400 fathoms north and south. 
In consequence of the mine being full of water to the adit level, I have only been 
able to survey this part of the mine, and not without some difficulty. The adit, 
which is about 25 fathoms from surface and driven on the main lode, I fiud to 
my surpri-e, east of the engine-shaft, the lode all above and below, so far as the 
water would allow, has been taken away by tributers since the mine ceased work- 
ing.

Report by Mr. WILLIAM TIPPET, now a Farmer on Wheal Davey Estate, 
who was a Miner, and worked in these Mines under the Messrs. DAVEY 
at and above the Adit Level. 

Wheal Davey, near Mithian, St. Agnes, June 4, 1870.—I worked in these mines 
under Messrs. Davey and Co. for some time at and above the adit level lode, and 
worked on the ** White Jack Lode,’’ south of the engine-shaft, lode 2 feet wide; 
7 in, of it was solid as a brass pan, but I did not work there until this part of 
the mine was stopped. The water on this lode was drained 10 fathoms under 
adit by means of a horse-whim and pumps. I also worked on the great gossan 
lode about the same time. There is a large quantity of jack and copper left in 
the mine untouched, because it would at that time not sell when mixed with 
copper. I believe if the engine were again erected and the mine drained to the 
30 fathom level you could raise from 100 to 200 tons of jack monthly. And when 
you get to the bottom of the engine-shaft you are sure to find a good stratum 
and high-priced copper. The country around the lode is greatly altered for the 
better during the last 10 fathoms of sinking.

REPORT ON WHEAL BURROW MINE. 


June, 1870.—I worked as atutwork man and also asa tributer in this mine 
for many years. It is about 30 years since the engine ceased working. Since 
then I worked under Messrs. Davey and Co. (the freeholders) above the adit 
level, and I know they returned during that time upwards of 2000 tons of copper 
ore, besides jack (sulphide of zine or blende). The engine-shaft is sunk tothe 
62 fm. level under adit, perpendicular. The lode comes into the shaft at the 
50, and as the lode underlies south they had to drive south at the 62 to cut the 
lode. They then turned, and drove west on tue course of the lode a few fathoms, 
and raised several tons of copper ore, which sold for £9 10s. 6d., or £9 12s, 6d, 
per ton. At the 50 fm. level, round the engine-shaft at the bottom of the mine 
the character of the country improved, but at this time the mine stopped work- 
ing in consequence of the death of oneof the owners.

The directors present to the shareholders for their adoption the twenty-seventh 
yearly balance-sheet, with an estimate of lia! ilities and assets, 

The directors have the mortification to show a sertous diminution of dividends, 
which unfortunately can be too easily accounted for by the unusually low price 
of copper ore,—the lowest received since the establishment of this company, 
averaging only 571. 12s. 104. per ton of fine copper in the ore, 

The attention of the directors and officiale has been constantly devoted to the 
necessity of reducing, If possible, the expense, but it ts obvious that the sampling 
so large a quantity of ore as 1¢,744 tons must beattended with considerable cost. 
In order to contribute as far as lay in thelr power towards effecting this de- 
sirable object the resident director has voluntarily consented to aceept only 
half the amount of compensation due to him at Christmas, and the principal 
agent has submitted to 20 per cent. reduction, and the other agents to 11 per 
cent. reduction of their salaries, 

The cost of production, including all expenses, will be found to be less than 
last year by 4s. 2d. per ton of ore, equal to a saving of nearly 35001, taking into 
consideration the extra quantity of 571 tons sampled. 

The Tamar fishery has been more successful than heretofore, and it is hoped 
will gradually improve, 

The disturbed state of the Continent has materially interfered with the 
arsenic trade, and the directors have been compelled to accept a less satisfactory 
contract for the present year. 

The directors, in their last year’s report, alluded to a conference held in Lon- 
don with some of the principal shareholders, at which Capt. James Richards 
was present. The directors have much pleasure In announcing that the anti- 
cipations then expressed as to the result of further explorations have been so 
far realised that, notwithstanding the extraction of 16,744 tons of ore, the re- 
serves in the mines exceed those of last year by 906 tons the total quantity now 
amounting by estimate to 31,445 tons. 

The subject of royalty has again been considered by the directors, and the 
Chairman has been bonoured with an interview with the Duke of Bedford’s 
advisers, from whom he has just received a communication declining on the 
part of His Grace to accede to his solicitation for a concession in respect of the 
dues now payable, 

The two last sales of copper ore have produced so little money that the directors 
will not feel themselves justified in declaring a dividend at the end of this month 
of more than 41, per share. 

At the extraordinary meeting, to be held at the conclusion of the general 
meeting, the shareholders will have to decide upon some important alterations 
in the Deed of Settlement, almost changing, in fact, the present constitution of 
the company, upon which the directors beg to reserve their opinion until they 
shall have heard the arguments to be urged in their favour. 


Extracts from Capt. James Richards’s report on the mines were 
then read, and described the operations carried on during the past years, and 
entered into very full details :—In bringing this report to a close, I have once 
more the pleasure of directing your particular attention to certain points of 
operation throughout the mines, which, although of not such vast magnitude 
as it has been my privilege to lay before you In some former years of almost un- 
precedented prosperity, are still of such importance as to give cause for hearty 
congratulation, and to lead almost to the certainty of our again having the 
satisfaction of laying open great and important discovertes on the different 
lodes, some partially developed and others altogether unexplored, throughout 
the extensive range of property comprised within the limits of the sett. It will 
tiave been observed during the perusal of the foregoing particulars of the dig- 
ferent workings that the operations at Wheal Josiah and in and about Cole’g 
winze in the bottom of the 1/0 have led, as we hoped would be the case, to the 
opening up of some sp'endid ground ; from present indications there is a strong 
probability of its lasting to a much greater depth here than at any other point 
of working on this great and productive lode, At Wheal Emma also, on the 
new south lode, as stated at the commencement of this report, the trials in dif- 
ferent directions, in lengih and depth, have been attended with most satis- 
factory results, and judging from the size and appearanee of the lode in the 
bottom of the Railway shaft, now yielding 15 tous per fathom, and in and 
about Chynoweth’s aud Cory’s winze, as well as at various other points, a 
great and lasting mine will, there is every reason to hope, be opened up in this 
direction. During the past two years the prospects on the new south lode have 
been s0 encouraging as to Call for all the expenditure that, with a due regard 
to strict economy, would have been prudent under the then existing circum- 
stances, This lode being now sufficiently opened up, and samplings therefrom 
being immediately available, our exertions will, with your approval, at once be 
applied to the trial of the north lode leading from West Maria and Fortescue 
into these mines, and as the course of ore is holding on to within a very short 
distance of our western boundary, we may, as intimated in our last annnal re- 
port, hope to meet with valuable discoveries in the channel of ground north of, 
and parallel to, the great deposit at Wheal Maria, and altogether these pro- 
spects, combined with the discoveries actually in view, will, I trust, be suffi- 
cient to satisfy you of the prosperity yet remaining in store in these great and

extensive mines for many yearsto come, Our discoveries during the year have 
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enabled us to sample on an average 1456 tons per month, leaving our stock of 
ore of upwards of 30,000 tons undiminished. 

The CHAIRMAN said he should be glad to answer any question or 
to afford any further information shareholders might desire. 

Mr. G1Lu (of Tavistock) asked if he was to understand the aggre- 
gate expenditure and the amount realised by the sale of copper nearly 
balanced, and if the whole of the dividend had been paid out of 
arsenic works? 

The CHAIRMAN said the answer would be found in the low price 
of copper they now realised—for instance, they sampled during the 
last year nearly the same quantity of ore as in former years, when 
they realised a profit of something like 60,0007, per annum. The 
average price realised during last year was 11s. 6d, per unit, whereas 
in former years the average was 21s, and 21s, 6d. for the same article. 
It did not require a great deal of calculation to find out the difference 
it made to them between 99/. 19s. 6d. and 58/7, per ton, He need 
hardly say that the price of copper was a matter over which the di- 
rectors had no possible control. 

Mr, Grit asked if dues were paid upon arsenic? ———Mr, MORRIS 
(managing director) said that royalty was paid on the value of the 
arsenic sold.——Mr, Dornson enquired upon what system the ma- 
chinery, plant, &c., were valued ?———The CHAIRMAN said he had to 
answer that question at nearly every annual meeting. They were 
valued as a going concern, 

Mr. DossoNn asked if there should not be an account carried to the 
debit of depreciation ?——The CHAIRMAN said the board thought 
not, as renewals were being constantly made, so thateverything was 
maintained in an efficient condition. 

Mr. DoBson wished to know if the houses and railroad were free- 
hold ?——The CHAIRMAN said they were both held under a lease from 
his Grace the Duke of Bedford. 

Mr. GIL contrasted the expenditure with that at South Caradon, 
and drew attention to the allowances made to the several agents. 

Mr. Morris said that whatever amount was allowed to agents 
was, he was perfectly satisfied, very well spent, and in the interest of 
the shareholders, (Hear, hear.) It was obviously absurd to contrast 
South Caradon, yielding 500 tons, with Devon Great Consols, which 

sampled 1600 tons per month, 

The CHAIRMAN said the board considered that the outlay incurred 
for agency was an encouragement to those persons whose zeal had 
contributed to the prosperity of the mines. It was money well laid 
out, and to adopt such petty cheese-parings as would appear to be 
desired by an insignificant section of the shareholders, would be 
the ruin of a great concern like this, (Hear, hear.) If certain of 
the shareholders did not agree with the policy adopted by the di- 
rectors, they could easily sell their shares. 

Mr. GILu asked if the board would grant a committee of three 
shareholders to investigate these matters ? The CHAIRMAN said 
that Mr, Gill had power to make what proposition he pleased, and 
it would be his (the Chairman’s) duty to put it to the meeting for 
its decision, 

Mr. GILu referred to the amount paid for the Colcharton Mine, it 
having been soid for 260/., and bought back for 800/. 

Mr. BROMLEY asked Mr, Gill if he was a shareholder at the time 
the purchase was made? 

Mr, POLAND submitted that it was not the question, 

Mr. Morris, in reply to further questions, stated that the reason 
the price at which they sold their arsenic was not stated was because 
it would be regarded as a breach of faith, Every item of valuation 
was put down at considerably less than its cost to the mine ; that had 
been his practice, and every year the reduction made was greater than 
usual. At the same time, there was heavy working machinery, which 
must be kept in order, and was therefore as good as new, They re- 
paired their own steam-engines and boilers, and kept them equal to 
new. Their works were of very great magnitude, and everything was 
kept in perfect working order, and to the satisfaction of the Duke 
of Bedford’s agents, who, he need scarcely say, would not allow the 
mines to be worked improperly. The year before last they sunk in 
shafts 96 fathoms, and last year 76 fms., which any practical man 
would know was a very great work to accomplish. No other mine 
in Cornwall had done so much, and the Duke of Bedford was not 
only highly pleased, but perfectly astonished, at the amount of work 
done, As to economy, it was suflicient for him to state that the ave- 
rage earnings last year of the underground men had been 3/, 11s, 9d. 
per month. 

Mr, WILLS (of Plymouth) said the parties who had taken up this 
matter had no desire to reduce the earnings of the working men, 

Mr, Morris might inform Mr, Wills that it was not in their power 
to do so, simply because the underground men were quite independent 
of them, He might remind Mr, Wills that each of the directors were 
very large shareholders, besides which his (Mr. Morris’s) family were 
largely interested, and therefore it was his duty to himself, his family, 
and his friends, to earn the largest dividends he possibly could, com- 
patible with the permanent interests of the concern, It had always 
been his pride to do so, and he had succeeded for 25 years in dividing 
a profit of 50,0002. per annum, (Hear, hear.) And he believed they 
would continue to go on earning a pro rata profit; all they wanted 
was a better price for their copper. (Hear. hear.) 

Mr. Dosson asked if the arsenic works were completed ?——Mr. 
Mornis replied in the affirmative, adding that they were capable of 
producing 200 tons per month, 

Mr, DoBson enquired of Capt. Richards upon what he had founded 
the statement in his report as to the present value of the mines ? 

Capt. RicHARDS: Upon the amount of ground laid open and dis- 
coveries already made, There was more than he had stated in his 
report. (Hear, hear.) During the year they had discovered more 
ore than taken away. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. DoBsON said the reply was perfectly satisfactory. 

The CHAIRMAN having enquired whether any further information 
was desired, and no reply being made, moved that the reports and ba- 
lance-sheet be received and adopted, and entered on the minutes. 

Mr, PicaRD seconded the motion, which was put and carried 
unanimously, 

Upon the proposition of Mr, REDPATH, seconded by Mr. BROMLEY, 
the sum of 20 guineas was placed at the disposal of the directors for 
the education of the children of the miners employed or the mines, 

Mr, REDPATH said that, despite the propositions to be brought for- 
ward at the extraordinary general meeting, he submitted that the 
shareholders had every reason to continue to be satisfied with the 
manner in which the directors conducted the affairs of the company. 
(Hear, hear.) When they were dividing larger profits than any other 
mine no heed was taken of the amount voted to the directors as re- 
muneration, and it was most unreasonable to suppose that, because 
the price of copper was low, the board was less entitled to that re- 
muneration, He believed the directors better earned theamount now 
than in the more prosperous condition of the mine. (Hear, hear.) 
He would, therefore, propose that the usual remuneration of 400/, be 
voted to the directors for their services during the past year. 

Mr, PAGE seconded the proposition, which was put and carried una- 
nimously, and the remuneration to the auditors of forty guineas was 
agreed to, 

Upon the proposition of Mr. SamuDA, M.P., seconded by Mr, RED- 
PATH, the directors (Messrs, W. A. Thomas, Thomas Morris, P, E, 
Blakeway, and William Morris) were unanimously re-elected. 

Upon the motion that the retiring auditors (Messrs, Dean Browne 
and C, Chatfield) be re-appointed, an amendment was proposed, that 
Messrs. Chatfield and Gill be the auditors for the ensuing year. The 
amendment was put and lost, and the retiring auditors were accord- 
ingly re-elected. 

An extraordinary meeting was then held,—Mr, W, A, THOMAS in 
the chair. 

The notice convening the meeting stated that it was convened for 
the purpose of taking into consideration certain alterations in the 
Deed of Settlement, suggested by some of the shareholders assembled 
at a meeting, held at Plymouth, on April 4, and to pass resolutions 

thereon. 

The CHAIRMAN said it was for those at whose instance this meet- 
ing had been convened to move the first resolution. 

Mr, SAMUDA, M.P., said he, and he had no doubt many others, 
attended the meeting at a considerable amount of inconvenience in 
order to support the directors, regarding the proposed resolutions as 
an imputation that they were not managing the mines to the satis- 








faction of the shareholders generally. Speaking for himself, of all 
the undertakings with which he had been connected none had been 
equally prosperous with the Devon Great Consols, and he could not 
conceive that any blame attached to the directors because the con- 
cern was now less prosperous, (Hear, hear.) After a career of such 
unexampled success it was too much at the first turn of the tide 
to ask the shareholders to change the whole constitution of the un- 
dertaking, and convert it into a totally different affair. (Hear.) 

Mr, RICHARDSON said the directors had gone out of their way to 
afford every opportunity for the convening of this meeting, inas- 
much as the requisition was not signed by a sufficient number of 
shareholders by which it could be legally convened. 

Mr. WILLS said perhaps the Chairman would state what conces- 
sions the board were ready to make, because it was quite clear the 
committee would be out-voted. 

The CHAIRMAN said it was the intention of the directors to sug- 
gest that the various resolutions should be proposed seriatim, in order 
that the opinion of shareholders should be elicited respecting these 
alterations, The directors, of course, had their opinion, but they did 
not wish to go in opposition to the wishes of the majority of the pro- 
prietors. He believed the directors were supported by a very strong 
body of shareholders; he could say a great deal about the way in 
which the meeting at Plymouth was got up, which he did not hesi- 
tate to say was a hole-and-corner meeting. As a matter of principle, 
he did most strenuously protest against any section of shareholders 
sending out circulars to the remainder of their body independently 
of the directors, thereby causing alarm among persons who would 
most likely draw an unfair inference ; to use the mildest term, it was 
a most inconvenient proceeding, He thought it was very wrong for 
any section of shareholders to call a meeting independently of the 
directors. (Hear, hear.) Although a very small section of the share- 
holders had initiated this movement, the directors had very wil- 
lingly acceded to their wishes by convening a special meeting; they 
did not feel themselves bound to follow the suggestions of an igno- 
rant empiric, but reserved to themselves, as gentlemen, the right to 
exercise their judgment thereon. (Hear, hear.) Having expressed 
himself against the form in which these suggested alterations were 
brought about, he proceeded to read the several propositions. 

Mr, SAMUDA, M.P., said that several of the clauses were more or 
less to take power out of the hands of the directors, and vary it in 
some other way, and it would, perhaps, be the more convenient way 
to take the sense of the shareholders thereon, 

Mr. POLAND certainly thought that by far the larger number of 
shareholders would require the general meetings to be held in London. 

The CHAIRMAN said with regard to the proposal to reduce the num- 
ber of shares necessary to convene a special meeting, that when he 
assisted in drawing up the Deed the shares were held among a very 
few persons; and he never dreamt that they would ever be distri- 
buted among nearly 300 persons, Therefore, what was applicable 
then might not be applicable now. The disposition of the directors 
had been to convene this meeting, although the requisition was signed 
by only 56 shares, whereas, legally it required 650 shares, 

Upon the proposition of Mr. SAMUDA, M.P., and seconded by Mr. 
BROMLEY, it was unanimously resolved. 

‘*That so much of clause numbered 27 as provides ‘that any five or more 
shareholders, holding in their own right in the aggregate not less than 650 
shares in the capital of the company may at any time, by writing under their 
hands, require the board of directors toconvene an extraordinary general meet- 
ing for any purpose relating to the company,’ be amended and altered, so far 
as relates to the aggregate number of shares, to be attached to the requisition 
requiring such meeting to be convened, and that the following words—‘ Not less 
than 350 shares in the capital of the company’ be substituted in lieu of the 
words—* Not less than 650 shares in the capital of the said company.’”’ 

The CHAIRMAN said with regard to the number of proxies to be 
held by one party, he had no objection to it whatever. He thought 
the votes should correspond with the distribution of the shares. 

Upon the proposition of Mr, REDPATH, seconded by Mr, BROMLEY, 
it was unanimously resolyved— 

‘* That so much of clause numbered 42, as provides that ‘no shareholder shall 
be entitled to hold the proxies, or vote as proxy for more than 20 other share- 
holders,’ be amended and altered, and that the following words—‘ the number 
of proxies to be held by any shareholder shall be unlimite:l’—be substituted 
in lieu thereof.”’ 

The CHAIRMAN said the next clause was a very important one to 
them as directors, Itwas proposed that there should be five directors, 
each of whom shall hold not less than 10 shares in his own right. 
As far as his opinion went he was quite willing to see upon the Board 
any gentlemen of business, character, and position, with whom they 
could work harmoniously, but if the qualification was lowered per- 
sons of a different description might be introduced. He did not, 
however, wish to oppose his opinion against the shareholders. 

Mr, POLAND proposed, and Mr, GILL seconded, that the qualifica- 
tion of a director be 10 shares, which was put and carried unani- 
mously, 

Mr, GILL said he was much obliged to the directors for the man- 
ner in which they had met the several propositions, He had known 
Mr, Thomas for many years, during which he had had differences with 
him, and he hoped that this movement would not alter their friendship. 

The remainder of the proposed alterations were withdrawn. 

Mr, GILL said the only duty they had to perform was to pass a 
vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors for the honourable 
way they had met a section of the shareholders, 

Mr, WILLS seconded the proposition, and stated that they would 
return to the county quite content with the result of this meeting. 

The proposition was put, and carried unanimously, 

The CHAIRMAN was pleased certain of the proposed alterations 
had been withdrawn, because they involved matters upon which he 
should have spoken very strongly, but now he had nothing more to 
say. In acknowledging the vote, he stated that they should con- 
tinue to exert themselves for the benefit of the shareholders, 

The meeting then separated. 





NATIONAL PROVINCIAL BANK OF ENGLAND. 


The annual meeting of shareholders was held at the Bank pre- 
mises, Bishopsgate-street, on Thursday, 

Mr, RICHARD BLANEY WADE in the chair, 

The CHAIRMAN said that it would be unnecessary for him to de- 
tain the meeting at any great length upon the transactions of the 
bank during the past year. It would be recollected hopes were felt 
last year that the cloud which had so long overshadowed the com- 
mercial world was about to be dispelled, that confidence would be 
restored, and that they might fairly look to a normal condition of 
commercial activity, and above all, which to them was of the greatest 
importance, that there was a fair reason to suppose the value of 
money might possibly improve. Inone moment, however, the disas- 
trous war broke out upon the Continent, and two great countries like 
Prussia and France could not engage in such a deadly struggle 
without influencing the commerce of every nation in connection with 
Europe. Consequently, commercial activityin this country, although 
considerable in some branches, hardly came up to the expectations 
formed this time last year. The result was an interference with the 
development of commerce, while the large sums of money forwarded 
to this country for safe custody adversely affected its value, the rate 
being lower than that of the previous year, Although this was the 
case, he thought that as far as this bank was concerned they had no 
reason to be dissatisfied with the business which they had trans- 
acted during the past year, for it showed a most steady rate of 
progress ; indeed, many of their branches showed that rapid pro- 
gress which had distinguished the career of the bank for so many 
years past, (Hear, hear.) It was satisfactory to find that the pecu- 
liar facilities which the bank was able to afford to the commercial 
classes were now beginning to be fully understood ; the fact of their 
having head quarters in London, and numerous branches in the 
country—many of which were situated in the midst of the great 
centres of commercial enterprise—must enable the bank to afford 
very peculiar facilities, which, he was happy to say, were being more 
and more taken advantage of and appreciated by the trading com- 
munity, (Hear, hear.) It gave him the greatest pleasure to state 
that they had derived most valuable assistance from their respected 
managers, Mr, Atkinson and Mr. Holt. (Hear, hear.) Upon several 
occasions it had been his lot to mention the activity and energy those 
gentlemen displayed in every matter which came before them, and 
during the past year that energy, activity, and ability had been un- 
abated, and the business had been condugted by them to the perfect 
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satisfaction of the board. (Hear, hear.) For some few 
it had been part of the policy of the directors to pay visi 
of the leading branches, and during the past year a great numbe 
visits had been paid. It was unnecessary to point out the caters ry 
vantages resulting from those visits—the directors were able to Ak 
the personal acquaintance of the respective managers, and to “ate 
junior staff, and it afforded great satisfaction and pleasure for him 
to inform the proprietors that they were, on the whole, most alae 
represented, and that there was displayed amongst the juniors that 
ability for banking which qualified them to fill up more important 
positions when necessity arose, It was unnecessary for him to rer 
the newshares had been readily taken up ; one important result of th r 
extention of capital was there had been added 657 new shareholders 
That could not fail to give great satisfaction to the public at large 
because it showed that the bank with such liabilities increased the 
number of its proprietors, and thereby afforded additional securit 
to its increasing business, In addition to which it was hoped chet 
the bank would otherwise derive great benefit by this accession to 
its list of shareholders by bringing their business to the bank and 
influencing their friends and connections in the same direction In 
July the remaining premium upon the new shares would hee 


: come 
payable, when the reserve fund—the whole of which was invested in 
Government securities—would exceed the sum of 500,000. The di. 


rectors, therefore, thought it unnecessary to make any further addition 
to the reserve fund, regarding it a more prudent course to carry over 
the large sum of 40,000/,, instead of allocating any portion to the 
reserve fund, The payment on the new shares would be consider. 
ably more than that amount; therefore, they thought that, under all 
circumstances, they were exercising a wise discretion in beginning 
the new year with that large balance in hand. (Hear, hear.) As 
to the building fund, that showed a considerable increase ; although 
in one sense they would rather not expend so much in bricks and 
mortar, yet it must be satisfactory to know that it had been caused 
by the very large increase of business at the different branches ne. 
cessitating proper accommodation to meet the wants of the public 
They were just completing large and commodious offices at New. 
castle-upon-Tyne, where their success and progress had had been 
very considerable indeed; at Gateshead their business was so large 
that they had been obiiged to build offices; and at Middlesborough, 
the centre of the iron trade, the same need for increased accommoda. 
tion existed. They had no alternative but to meet these wants, for 
their friends and customers must be accommodated, aud their officers 
must have room to perform their important duties. (Hear, hear.) 
With those few remarks he would proceed to read the report of the 
directors and balance-sheet, which was as follows :— 

{t is with much satisfaction that they refer to the summary of accounts for 
the past year, and state that the operations of the bank for that period enable 
them to recommend that the dividend now to be declared should be the same 
as for the three previous years—at the rate of 4 per cent., and a bonus of 7 per 
cent. for the half-year, making with the dividend paid in July last 21 per cent. 
perannum. It will be observed from the accounts thata sum of 40,000/., which 
includes 25,0001. mentioned in last year’s repors, is carried forward as undl. 
vided profits, and the directors advise that this amount be kept unappropriated 
until the working of the new capital be more fully realised. It is not const. 
dered necessary on this occasion to increase the reserve fund, which from the 
payment of premiums on new shares iu July next will stand at 501,S8401. 8s, 5d. 
an amount which the directors believe will be satisfactory to the proprietors, ‘ 

The directors also report that the new capital has been very readily sub. 
scribed by the shareholders. Out of the 22,500 (201.) shares agreed to be issued at 
last annual meeting only 224 have not been taken up, and have consequently 
been forfeited. These it is proposed to sell at the market price of the day, and 
to invest the profit derived therefrom in the names of the bank’s trustees to 
form a fund, the interest of which should be applied to the relief of distressed 
widows and orphan children of the officers of the establishment. The nucleus 
of an independent fund will thus be formed, to which it is contemplated a con- 
siderable accession will be eventually made by the surplus arising from the 
Officers’ Guarantee Scheme. 

Both the home trade of the country, and the agricultural interests in some 
districts, have been more prosperous than for some years past, but the value of 
money in London has been very low, owing to the war on the Continent, which 
caused a large amount of capital to be sent to England for temporary invest. 
ment. There were ten changes inthe Bank of England rate of discount, the 
average for the year belng 3/. Is, 1ld., against 31, 3s. in 1869. The business of

REMARKS.—Taking a general view of the aspect of affairs, it 
seems as if the re-establishment of peace in France, and a return to 
the industries of commerce in that country, would do more than 
anything else to give that impetus to trade which is all that is 
wanting to place our markets in a thoroughly satisfactory condition. 
There is no present over-trading, no unsound or rash speculation to 
retard a rapid progress, but everything in favour of the legitimate 
extension of business so soon as the public mind is set at rest with 
regard to the assurance of undisturbed peace. 

CopPpER.—The advices from Chili report exports for the month of 
March to be 2260 tons fine copper. This compares very favourably 
with the returns for the same period last year—4600 tons. If the 
intelligence received on all sides by those who are best informed 
can be relied on, the charters from the West Coast are likely to con- 
tinue as short as they have been for some months past. If this be realised it 
seems a simple impossibility that the copper market should remain as devoid of 
animation as it has been, All interested in this metal are looking for the res 
toration of tranquility in France, in the belief that this of itself will impart 
immediate vitality, and not only strengthen the market, but probably exer- 
cise a direct influence upon prices. Doubtless the war has hindered the deve- 
lopment of those works in which copper is largely consumed, but, on the other 
hand, wear aud tear has been excessive,and must be repaired ; so that although 
at the present moment there are no indications of improvement, we are hopeful 
as regards the future position which the market may occupy. Lota bars,

Iron.—the returns of the iron trade in the North of England in- 
dicate the prosperity of the same. Stocks of pig-iron on hand on 
April 30 were reduced by 7000 tons as compared with stocks on 
March 31, Warrants likewise show a reduction within the same pe- 
riod of 1200 tons. Shipments to foreign ports show a falling off to 
the extent of 3000 tons during April, 1871, as against April, 1870. 
This is fully accounted for by the fact that France is not now a buyer to any 
extent in the English market. The balance is, however, more than restored, 
owing to shipments coastwise during April, 1871, being 5310 tons in excess of 
the same period last year. The make for the month is reported to be 155,472 
tons. Makers are generally well supplied with orders for early delivery; and, 
notwithstanding the doubt which the continued unsettlemeut of affairs on the 
Continent naturally causes with regard to the future, there is a marked indis- 
position to close for large orders for distant delivery, except at enhanced prices. 

The market for Scotch pig during the 
week has been good, and the tendency has been to higher prices, but it closes 
much as last week —Cash 56s.

THE INDUSTRIAL RESOURCES OF IRELAND. 


Nearly a quarter of a century since one of the best authorities upon 
the coal deposits of the world (Mr, R. C. TAYLOR) remarked that, not- 
withstanding the great abundance of coal which Ireland possesses, 
and which is distributed throughout almost all parts of the island, 
yet her capital and principal cities and ports have hithreto depended 
upon Great Britain for their supplies of mineral fuel, both for do- 
mestic and manufacturing purposes. To those who are unacquainted 
with the actual circumstances, it appears scarcely credible that this 
fine country has made so little use of the resources which have so 
bountifully been bestowed upon her, Among other causes, not poli- 
tical, which perpetuate this state of things is the extraordinary faci- 
lity and cheapness with which the ports of Ireland can be supplied 
from the principal western coal fields of Great Britain. The cost of 
shipping these coals across the Chanuel being so much less expensive 
than by inland modes of transportation, such as they were, has been 
heretofore prejudicial to the separate interests of [reland, by pre- 
venting the employment of her population in that species of industry 
which has been so singularly profitable to Great Britain. The same 
condition of things, and the same remarks, apply to ironmaking. 
The projected railronds in Ireland will greatly facilitate the trans- 
portation and the supply of coals from the heretofore unworked beds 
of this country, of which beds one alone, according to Dr, WARNER 
is capable of supplying the wholeisland. The bituminous coal mines 
of the northern districts were described by the Irish Railway Com- 
missioners as inferior, both in productiveness and in purity, to those 
of Great Britain; but the anthracitous districts of the South are suf- 
ficiently extensive and abounding in that description of coal which, 
though less agreeable than the bituminous for domestic use, is most 
valuable in all cases where a strong and steady heat is required. 

The coal resources of Ireland are almost as little developed at pre- 
sent as they were when the above was written, although it is now 
confidently hoped that this state of things will not continue, since the 
Southern Railway of Ireland, to the issue of preferred shares in which 
reference was made in last week’s Mining Journal, promises to open 
up the important coal district of Kiilenaule, and thus facilitate the de- 
velopmentof many Irish industries which have hitherto remained idle. 
Mr. FREDERICK APPLEBY, of Manchester, estimates that the line, 
when completed, will be the most inexpensive in Ireland, whilst the 
country through which it passes being flat, possessing a considerable 
population, and abounding in mineral and agricultural produce, con- 
tains every element for a very large traffic, which, considering the 
small cost of the line, may be carried on at a very cheap rate, The 
new line will reduce the distance between Dublin and Clonmel by 
nearly one-half, and, in addition to securing a large through traffic, 
will serve a district over 100 square miles in extent. Mr. M. Beraau, 
the chief engineer of the company in Ireland, reports in equally fa- 
vourable terms, He learned, when employed in setting out the works 
of the line, that some corn dealers had already been negociating for 
the establishment of corn depots along the line, for conveying thereby 
the agricultural produce, in which they propose to open a trade. 
Indeed, he expresses his full conviction that the Southern Railway 
is one of the soundest undertakings in Ireland, and that if the main 
line were constructed even as far as Fethard, an immediate traffic on 
that length of 16 miles could be established, and local support would 
likewise be given to the undertaking. 

With regard to the mineral traffic, which is usually the most pro- 
fitable part of the revenue of a railway, much importance is attached 
to the carriage of lime for manure, and of peat, which is largely 
used in that part of the country for fuel, but the greatest anticipa- 
tions are entertained with regard to the coal district. It is remarked 
that the projected colliery branch to the various pits at Ballyphillip 
and Killenaule will open out an almost inexhaustible source of 
traffic. Even as at the present time worked with carts, it is very 
considerable, the average delivery from one pit alone being 230 carts 
per day. There are three other pits in the immediate vicinity, but 
the exact get is not known; it is estimated thateach produces about 
half the above quantity, giving a total of about 565 carts, or, say, 
500 tons per day in all. The coal is of an anthracitic quality, and 
sells at the pit’s mouth for 20s, and 25s., the slack costing there 7s. 6d. 
per ton, yet so great is the cost of cartage that at Fethard, only eight 
miles from the proposed colliery junction, the market price for the 
large coal is 28s, per ton, and increases at the undermentioned places 
in the locality to the following prices—Thurles, 28s.; Cashel, 35s. ; 
Clonmel, 35s.; Cahir, 40s.; Tipperary, 38s.; Bansha, 40s.; Temple- 
more, 35s.; Fermoy, 38:3.; Mallow, 40s.—the price varying with the 
length of cartage. The extent to which the coal is sold may be judged 
of from the fact that, 250 carts pass through Fethard daily with coal 
alone.

Considerable interest is at present felt with regard to igh 
of the Second Division of the Court of Sunules ta Soothes 
case of Andrew v, Henderson and Dimmack and Colonel Semel 
the result being a large amount of sensational correspondence onthe 
subject.

An interdict having been applied for, in consequence of the work. 
ings having been carried on so asto damage the feuar’s house, and 
by continuance to threaten its destruction, the decision was given, 
and very justly given, against the superior. The contract appears to 
be one which, as against the feuar, no court of justice could enforee, 
because it binds the feuar to do that which the superior can, and ac. 
tually has (through his foresaids), by his own act prevented him from 
doing. Such contracts are not, we believe, sanctioned by courts of 
justice either in England orin Scotland. Had the feuar been simply 
bound to pay his superior the feu-duty as a consideration for holding 
the 1} rod of ground feued out, the agreement exempting the sppe 
rior from liability for damage caused through removing the minerals, 
would have been admissible, but it is quite another matter when the 
superior binds, or seeks to bind, the feuar to keep an edifice standing, 
yet claims to retain the right to remove the foundation on which the 
edifice stands, and the Court of Session appear to have so ruled, 

This decision of the Court of Session is condemned by those whose. 
interests are identical with those of the superior, and it is even de 
clared that the power which the Court of Session assumes to inter 
fere with contracts on considerations of equity “ is utterly uaconsti- 
tutional and illegal,” and that to sanction even in one extreme case 
the assumption by the Courts of a discretion to interfere with acon 
tract clear in its terms, and tainted by no fraud, because it is unpre 
fitable, prejudicial, or even disastrous to one of the parties, or because 
it is exorbitant and unjust, “ would be to lay the foundation fors 
system of judicial despotism incompatible with the security, nay with 
the very existence, of rights.” Now, no line of reasoning can be 
more impotent, nor could such argument be used at all by anyone

Absolute sales were, however, of greater frequency, and often 
the whole or a part of the gale was transferred for a small sum. 
Again, sharp persons would join with a free miner, with a good claim, 
procure a grant from the Crown, and afterwards sell the property 
for the benefit of the agents and free miners, and thus introduce a 
second or third party before the property could be developed. The 
greater the depth to the minerals the greater the difficulty becomes 
of finding purchasers able to develope, but the right of the free 
miner was the same, . ’ 

We wiil now look at clause 38 of the new Bill; but, first, let it be 
distinctly understood that when a gale is either given up or forfeited 
the next free claimant is entitled to apply, and have it re-granted to 
him. Clause 38 recites— 

« When under the principles of the principal Act any gale has been forfeited 
the gaveller may determine the time during which no grant of the same under 
the provisions of the principal Act shall be made, and may fix a time after 
which applications fora grant of the same may be made. And no such applica- 
tion shall be received by the gaveller until after publication of notice of the 
first day on which application may be made, by advertisement once at least in 
each of three successive weeks in some newspaper cirealate! In the county of 
Gloucester, posted at the Speech House in the Forest of Dean, The gaveller 
-hall not under the provisions of the principal Act grant any gale, or re-grant 
any gale. that has been forfeited in manuer aforesaid, unless he is satisfied that 
such gale may and will be opened and worked according to the rules, and regu- 
lations, and con !{tlons applicable to the working of the same, made under the 
provisions of the principal Act and of this Act. Norshallsuch gaveller re-grant 
any forfeited gale upon which any galeage, or dead or certain ren’, royalty, or 
tonnage daty was due to Her Majesty at the time of such forfeiture until the 
amount so due and all rents and expenses have been duly paid.” 

Now, it will be observed that this is a most disastrous clause to 
the interests of those free miners who possess a claim to any gale 
that might have been given up by others, Again, the gaveller de- 
sires to have the power of granting or refusing to grant, which is 
altogether against the ancient law, which for ever gave the free 
miner a right to have a gale granted to him without respect to 
time, or the discretion of any man acting asa Crown official. Here, 
again, is a nice loop hole for bribery; for it is just possible that 
favouritism will hold here as in other worldly matters, and the ga- 
veller or deputy may just see the necessity of granting to one person 
to the exclusion of the right claimant; for arich man may induce 
the gaveller to grant to his man John, when the rightful man, Tho- 
mas, could not be heard. 

As it is said that the Defence Association has done so much, we 
trust they will look after this objectionable clause. We would not 
venture an assertion without proof, but there are some in this dis- 
trict who believe that this clause is a very suitable and agreable one 
for some of them, 








TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 


May 11,—There has been a good supply of vessels during the past 
week, and a fair amount of business in all branches of the Coal and 
Iron Trades, The majority of the men, both coal miners, iron- 
works, and others, are earning good wages, and are well contented 
with the state of matters, The coal exported and sent coast wise, as 
shown by Browne’s Monthly List, fully bears out the reports we have 
made from time to time as to the flourishing state of the most im- 
portant trade of the district. The total quantity of coals exported 
from the north-eastern ports in April last was 570,426 tons, against 
495,984 tons sent in the same month in 1870, showing an increase of 
76,442 tons in comparing those two months. 

The result of the engineers’ strike at Sunderland, where the men 
succeeded in getting all they demanded, will, we fear, prove a great 
disaster to the whole district. not only to the workmen, but to trades- 
men, and all connected with it. The men at Sunderland were pretty 
certain to succeed, as many of the masters there were quite unwilling, 
and also unable, to enter into any prolonged struggle at present; 
they had only just tided over a long period of depression, and it was 
simply cruel on the part of the men to push them to the wall in the 
manner they did. No doubt some of the masters at Sunderland could 
have struggled some time for what they considered right, but many 
of the small masters could not do so, and they would have got in- 
creased business if the stronger masters had stood out. However, 
the Tyne men have lost no time in following the example, and have 
given notice that they wish to have a reduction of their hours of 
labour from 59 to 54 hours a week, and naming May 12 as the limit 
within which a reply was desired, 

On Saturday the manufacturing engineers of the district of New- 
castle and Gateshead assembled at the Station Hotel, to take the cir- 
cular of the League Committee into consideration, Sir W. G. Arm- 
strong presiding, At that meeting it was unanimously resolved, “ That 
the application set forth in the circular be declined ; and, further, 
that a copy of this resolution be forwarded to the secretary of the 
Nine Hours League.” So far the affairs look ugly enough, as the en- 
gineers of the Tyne will not certainly submit tamely to anything they 
consider unjust, and unless great caution is used by both parties a 
ruinous struggle is imminent. It appears to be a very simple ques- 
tion this, as it only involves a few hours per week, but it isin reality 
a very serious One, as itis justly held that a stand must be made some- 
how. And it is not a question of work to be done by hand labour 
only ; if this were so, no doubt many men would perform quite as 
much work in the reduced number of hours as before, but in reality 
the great bulk of the engineering work is now done by machinery, 
worked by steam-power. This machinery being attended to by men 
and boys, of course the amount of work performed by this system is 
enormous, and any reduction in the hours of working is really a se- 
rious matter. The men of the Tyne ought, and we believe that they 
will, seriously consider the question before resorting to a strike in 
this case; if they do rashly strike, the result may be very serious to 
themselves as well as others, 

MECHANICAL VENTILATION OF COLLIERIES.—The fan latelystarted 
atthe Usworth Colliery continues to give the greatest satisfaction, 
and the extension of this system of ventilation is pretty certain to 
follow. It is proposed, although no definite conclusion has as yet 
been arrived at, to erect a fan of much larger dimensions than the 
Usworth fan at one of the deepest and largest mines in this district, 
and the mine alluded to is one of the deepest mines in this country, 
being nearly twice the depth of the Usworth Colliery, If this is 
carried out, which is extremely probable, the question of the gene- 
ral applicability of these wonderful fans to mines of great depth, as 
well as those of small and moderate depth, will be much better un- 
derstood, if not entirely set at rest. 





NORTHERN INSTITUTE OF MINING AND MECHANICAL 
ENGINEERS, 

The usual monthly meeting was held at Neville Hall, Newcastle, 
on Saturday, where there was a large attendance of members and 
others. The chair was occupied by the President, Mr. E. F. Boyd. 
The Hon. W. Brougham, Penrith, Mr, C, E. Creighton, Newcastle,

The system, or simi- 
lar systems, have been tried in many places, both in England and 
other countries, but Messrs. Kind and Chandron had succeeded where 
others had failed. In the case of two pits, to be sunk at a cost of 
21,0002., the first had been finished at 7500/., and the company had 
been anxious in the first instance to enter into a contract for 40,0002.

REPORT FROM THE NORTH OF ENGLAND, 


May 10.—The Iron Trade continues in a fairly prosperous condi- 
tion, and is satisfactorily reported of from all parts of this district. 
Last month's make, shipments and stocks, as shown by the Cleveland 
[ronmasters’ Associution returns, are encouraging, and tend to still 
further strengthen the pig-iron market. The make of pig-metal, ac- 
cording to this return, was during April 155,472 tons, which quan. 
tity whilst being 5577 tons, decrease upou the previous month, was 
15,750 tons increase upon April last year. This enormous make 
will before long be still further increased by the furnaces now in 
course of erection, some of which are nearing completion, There 
are at present 118 furnaces in blast inthe Cleveland district. Ship- 
ments to foreign ports from Middlesborough last month were 25,153 
tons of piz-iron, and of the same material shipped coastwise from 
that port 19,067 tons, Both these totals show a decrease as com- 
pared with the corresponding month of last year; but when it is 
remembered that France—usually a large customer—is taking very 
little iron now, the decrease in foreign deliveries is accounted for, 
Notwithstanding the large production of pig-iron it is more than 
absorbed, and the stocks in makers’ hands, which at the end of 
March were 116,669 tons, represent 7014 tons less on 30th April, 
There is a decrease also in the warrant store stock of 1200 tons, 

The market at Middlesborough, on Tuesday, was not numerously 
attended, but there was an evident firmness in pig quotations, which 
are, for No, 1, 5ls.; No. 3, 47s. to 47s. 6d.; No. 4, 46s. to 46s. 6d. net 
cash, Enquiry is brisk, and deliveries at the present time are large, 
A good deal of iron is being shipped to Germany, Belgium, Holland, 
and other places, For rails there is a fair demand, Makers are ge- 
nerally as full of work as they well can be. Some few specifications 
have lately been placed in the Cleveland district for railway iron, 
and from all reports there is every probability of a brisk trade for 
some time tocome, For plates and bar-iron there is a steady flow 
of specifications, and somewhat improved prices have lately been got, 
The liketihood of the wages question being opened up again, in con- 
sequence of the notice given by the operatives for a revision of the 
rates upon which puddlers, millmen, and others are paid, makes the 
masters rather uncertain in tendering for work to be executed during 
the latter portion of the year, In the engineering departments there 
is considerable activity noticeable.

were burnt to cinders, and a third man was also severely injured. At the in- 
quest, held on Monday, a verdict of * Accidental Death ’’ was returned, 

A report has been current for some time that M. Schneider was 
about to commence ironworks in tie neighbourhood of Stockton-on- 
Tees, expression to which was again given in a London contempo- 
rary a week or so back, which also stated that M. Schneider was 
about to remove his ironworks from Creuzot to Stockton. We have 
before contradicted this report, A telegram dated Versailles, Mon- 
day, says :— The statement that M. Schneider intended to remove 
his iron foundries from Creuzot to Stockton-on-Tees is incorrect. A 
large number of models and designs have been sent from Creuzot to 
foundries at Stockton-on-Tees, where it is intended to initiate a staff 
of workmen in the production of steel before commencing that 
branch of manufacture at the French establishment.” 

For Coal the demand is steady, and the South Durham collieries 
are all in regular work, Coke continues in great request, and an 
improvement is reported in the price of first-class coke. Several 
sets of new ovens are being erected to meet the growing demand 
for this commodity, and some others will shortly be lighted in the 
Auckland district, 





REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE, 


May 11.—There is an active business at the works in the neigh- 
bourhood of Chesterfield in gas and water pipes, pillars, and general 
castings, At Sheepbridge all the furnaces are in blast, and trade 
generally is active. The Staveley Company are still very busy in 
all departments, The company pay upwards of 3000/, in wages every 
week. Mr. Markham, the managing director, with a view to improve 
the social position of the men, has just initiated a building society, and has 
offered to sell about 25 acres of land, purchased some years since at something 
like 4d. per yard, at the same price, although the value has, of course, greatly 
increased, The scheme has been warmly taken up by the men, so that before 
many years elapse there will be a large number of freeholders in the parish of 
Brimington, whilst the men will have the advantage of residing tn their own 
houses, at no great distance from their place of work, iustead of having to go, 
as many have fu do, some four or five miles night and morning. 

There has not been so much doing in House Coal to London dur- 
ing the last week or two, the railways having carried there 70,00) tons less last 
month than they didin March, The largest decrea-e was in the quantity con- 
vey d by the Great Kasteru, ‘lhe decrease on the month from Clay Cross alone 
Was 5598 tous, from Pinxton 3000 tons, and from several other districts there was 
a marked falling off. There is more doing in Steam Coal from Derbyshire Just 
now, and also in Coke, The minerals in the Unstone Valley are in a fair way 
of being developed. The colliery of Bainbridge and Co., amongst others, will 
shortly add largely to the production of the district. 

The heavy branches of the Sheffield Trade are still active. The 
armour plate mills are kept fully going, and some heavy plates have of late been 
turned out, and which at the late trial at Shoeburyuess were found able to with- 
stand the Pallister shell. The two great firms for the production of these 12 aud 
I4 in. plates bave been very busy for some time on them, and also in Bessemer 
rails, tyres,cranks, and axles, Steel gun barrels have, so far, been in very fair re- 
quest, and some large orders have been given out for D. Foster and Co's patent 
weldless cast-steel moulds for guns, tubes, ordnance, &c. The manufacturers 
of railway material are still busy, aud Chere Is an tncreasing demand for steel- 
headed rails, such as those brought out by Mr. Richards, of Parkgate, aud Mr.

The South Yorkshire coal trade is good for the season, and the ton- 
nage going to London is much larger than has hitherto been the case for May. 
This tas been owing to the reduction of the rate, which has bad the effect of bring- 
ing the Barnsley steam coal under the notice of consumers and shippers in tue 
metropolis, Should the rate remain as it now ts, there is very little doubt but 
what there would be an increased demand for both hard and soft coal, 

The Associated Coalowners’ London Railway is looked forward to 
with a great deal of interest by the colllery proprietors between Sheffield and 
Barnsley, and the hope ts now entertained that, with some modifications, it may 
pass through Committee. Col. Yolland, on the part of the Board of Trade, it is 
true,'reported strongly against it, owing to the number of level crossings ; but 
his views have bern opposed by no less an authority than Mr. Fowler. There 
are very few bills during the last twoor three years that have had to encounter 
so powerful an opposition, the Midland, Great Northern, and London and North- 
Western, as well as the Mary'!s of Bristol and Mr. Chaplin, of Blankney, being 
the opponents represented by counsel. The Great Eastern, and the Manchester, 
Sheffield, and Liacolnshire Companies give the proposed liue substantial sup- 
port, as both would be greatly benefi ed by it,

Mr. MILLER read a highly interesting paper **On Improved Methods 
of Screening aud Loading Coals,”’ illustrated ty a model of Hivks’ patent sereen 
with revolving bars, which is now being put down at the Strafford Main Colliery, 
Cue model separated with considvrable minuteness the different deser iptions of 
coal, including siack, nuts, and large coal. Mr. Miller also deseribed the mode 
of working. The screen was composed of a numberof round bars set in a frame, 
each bar being made to revolve in such a direction that any ** choking” of the 
screen or “ grinding’’ of the material is rendered impossible, The spaces be- 
tween the bars form the gauge of the coal, and as the screen works with but 


little fall, much less injury ts done to the coal than by the ordinary method, 
where considerable fall is necessary. As the coal travels over the screen ata 
slow speed, the small coal ix thoroughly separated from the other, and the dirt 
aud shale areeasily rewoved by the pickers. The ~creen cau be so modified as to 
thorouglily screen the slack, and separate from it the smudge, nuts, and smithy 
coal. In working, the screen required very little power, and could easily be ob- 
tained from the machinery used for the ordinary colliery work, or asmali engine

THe PATENT Prorector CoLLIERY LAMP.—At the Midland In- 
stitute of Mining Engineers meeting, at Barnsley, last week, Mr. Teale, of 
Manchester, exhibited the new !amp to the representatives of the collleries in 
the district, and others. The lamp !s made on the principle of the ordinary 
one in use, and is supplied with a liquid specially prepared for it. A reservoir, 
or gas-holder is screwed to the top of an ordinary Stephenson, Davy, or Clanny 
lamp, within which is placed a pair of horizontal hinges, moving upwardsonly, 
On the wick-tube of the lamp, and sliding easily over it, is an outer tube, having 
round its centre a cireular horizontal flange. When the reservoir is screwed up- 
wards into the top this flange comes in contact with the hinges, raises them in 
passing, and allows them to fall beneath it when screwed home ; 80 that by re- 
versing the screw, and withdrawing the reservoir gradually from the top, the 
hinges prevent the return of the sliding tube, thereby forcing It over the wick- 
tube. and so diminishing and ultimately extinguishing the light, making it im- 

ible for a naked light to become exposed after the lamp has been once a/i- 
usted. To render security doubly sure, a lock and stop are so placed that after 
the light is put out by the action of the screw it is impossible for the collier to 
withdraw the reservoir from the top, so as to re-light the lamp. The invention 
is simple, and not easily disarranged, whilst it cannot be tampered with without 
extingnishing the light. Another great advantage is that it gives twice the 
light of the ordinary lamp, and is per‘ectly safe. A saving is effected by the 
liquid used, which is termed colzaline, a gallon of which, costing about 2s., will 
keep 50 4amps lighted for from 14 to 18 hours each. Those who saw the lamp 
appeared satisfied that it wasa great improvement over theordinary one, secing 
that it was impossible to expose the flame, whilst it gave a far more brilliant 
light at about half the expense. 








REPORT FROM MONMOOTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


May 11.—The works are turning out large quantities of rails, which 
are expeditiously conveyed to the local ports for shipment, chiefly to 
the American States, but large clearances are also made to the ports 
of South America, the Brazilian Government being an important 
customer. Colonial requirements show some increase, but they are 
hardly yet moving to the extent anticipated. Canada and Australia 
are, however, beginning preliminary enquiries for large quantities of railway 
and other materials, and as there are extensive railroads to be laid down and 
bridges to be built in those countries, Welsh manufacturers are looking forward 
to increased activity, arising from the contracts that will come into their hands. 
In the rail and bar departments of the establishments operations are also likely 
to be considerably further augmented by the expansion of the United States de- 
mand, advices continuing to point to increased consumption of those materials, 
more especially rails, in that country. Bridge work continues to be exported in 
considerable quantities, and there are expectations entertained that this branch 
of manufacture will forman impor¢ant item in the industries of the district this 
year. Had Russian contracts come to hand, as was generally anticipated, 
matters weuld, no doubt, have stood by this time much more favourable to 
makers than they are. Itissatisfactory to find that theslight upward tendency 
evinced in quotations has had a favourable effect upon the home trade, for ap- 
prehending that higher rates will eventually have to be paid, home buyers and 
consumers are more disposed to place orders at the quotations now ruling. 
Still it might be thought that the long-delayed renewals would have caused 
home requirements to be considerably larger than the purchases now made. Fig 
remains firm, and reports are favourable in regard to stocks. Large quantities 
of tron ore are being brought into the district from Spain, Elba, and France, 
The Tin-plate Trade is without material change. 

The demand for Steam Coal for the distant mail packet stations 
has varied but little of late, and this 1s principally what keeps the trade as 
steady as itis. Prices, however, keep very low, and altogether the position of 
the colllery proprietors Is anything butan enviable one. France continues but 
an unimportant customer, but it Is still belleved that the revolution is nearly 
at an end, and the sustaining hope Is that when once the Constitutional Govern- 
ment of the country ts fairly established in Paris there will be a decided stimulus 
given to the demand on French account. In the House Coal Trade there is a 
full average business doing for the season, and but little change may be expected 
for the next three months. 

The agitation in regard to the wages question is still going on, and 
the district is kept in much the same apprehensive state of a general strike tak- 
ing place at theend of themonth. But notwithstanding that the men ata large 
number of the pits have given notice, and that something like 4000 or 50:0 Welsh 
colliers have joined the Amalgamated Association of Miners, it is still hard to 
believe that the great majority of the men will deliberately impoverish them- 
selves and families by ceasing to work, and cripple the trade of the district for 
months hence, by such an unjustified movement. The dispute was a few days 
ago brought before the Miners’ Conference at Manchester, and the delegate from 
this district urged that a consultation should be brought about between the 
masters and men, before the term of notice expires, It was also resolved that 
another delegate meeting should be held at Aberaman, and subsequent to that 
another mass meeting of the colliers, It was satisfactory to find that the Con- 
ference would not countenance strikes or lock-outs, unleas in extreme cases, as 
this expression will bave a salutary effect upon the agitators.

The shipments continue 
very large, and now show an excess of 12,444 tons (as compared with 
last year) since Christmas last, The imports from Middtesborough 
are nearly equal to those of last year, and a considerable increase 
may be expected if the present unusual difference betwixt prices in 
Scotland and Middlesborough is maintained.

A meeting of delegates from a number of the works in the West 
of Scotland was held at Coatbridge, on Saturday evening, and after considerable 
discussion on the state of trade and the wages question it was agreed that the 
puddlers should make a demand of 6d. per ton for taking the iron to the ham- 
mer and turning it up; and where this was not complied with that they give 
up the 2d. that they are at present paid, and cease to take the iron to the ham- 
mer. The meeting thought that 6d. was no more than enough for the work, 
and considered that it was not fair that the masters should abide by the dect- 
sion of the Arbiter in a previous dispute where it was favourable to themselves, 
and thrust aside that which the Arbiter considered was due tothe men. The 
delegates also agreed that deputations of the men from the different works 
should wait on their employers on Monday, and lay their grievances before 
them. According to these resolutions, the men waited upon their employers on 
Monday, but no arrangement was come to. 

A meeting of the puddlers employed at the Motherwell Ironworks 
was held on Monday, The resolution come to at the delegate meeting at Coat- 
bridge was submitted and discussed at considerable length. It was ultimately 
agreed that the men should go in a body to the ironworks, and present them- 
selves to the manager. They accordingly went, and met Mr. Morton. He re- 
ceived them kindly, and talked the matter over with them, but, of course, could 
not arrange. as any change that might be made would affect all works situated 
like the Motherwell one. It may also be stated that as the men are not now 
on the 24-hours notice it may take a few weeks to adjust the difference, even 
without a strike. , 

There is a good demand for Coals, although the push is over, at 
good prices, steam shipping coal being quoted 7s. to 7s. 6d. ; house- 
hold coal for shipment, 7s. 6d. to 8s. ; burnt coal for steamers (with 
the demand) is now 1ls., and coke 17s, to 18s, a ton—all f.0.b. at 
Glasgow, less 2} to 5 per cent. The shipments continue to exceed 
those of last year by some thousands of tons weekly, those for the 
eight days just ended being 38,234 tons, against 25,543 tons in the cor- 
responding week last year. Coalmasters still complain of a want of 
haulage and wagons for bringing forward their output to market, and 
this is interfering with the regularity of delivery. 

A PITHEADMAN CHARGED WITH CULPABLE NEGLECT OF Dury. 
—The other day John Brown, pitheadman at No. 7 coal pit, Rosehall, near Air- 
drie, was charged before Sheriff Logie and a jury with culpable neglect of duty, 
by having on Feb. 24 allowed four men to go on the cage and descend sald pit, 
without being present and inspecting the cage, chains, and rope. One of the 
chaius having been twisted caused the cage to go off the slides, and it became 
stuck in the shaft, and was afterwards thrown to the bottom, the four men being 
severely injured. Mr. Macfarlane argued that no accident had resulted from 
the carelessness of the prisoner, the cage having been firmly secured, but the 
occurrence was purely accidental, caused by the slipping of therope. The jury 
returned a verdict of ‘* Not Guilty,” and prisoner was dismissed. F 

In issuing the annual report of the vital, social, and economic sta- 
tistics of Glasgow, the City Chamberlain points out, inter alia, not only the 
growth of the population, but the ever-growing prosperity of a shipbuilding 
trade unrivalled over the world, At the present time the melody of ‘* hammers 
closing rivets up’’ sounds down the whole Frith of the Clyde for 25 miles. Every 
yard is busy, the only drawback being a want of iron, which is seen hurrying 
along every street in the City to the harbour and shipyards. So ‘* Let Glasgow 
flourish !”’ 

PROVISION FOR Loss OF LIFE IN CoAL MINES.—A communica- 
tion has been submitted to the Glasgow Chamber of Commerce from the Cardiff 
Chamber of Commerce, bringing under the notice of the Chamnhera plan of mak- 
ing provision for the loss of life in coal mines, which it was proposed to incor- 
porate in the Mines Regulation Bill now before the House of Commons, and ask- 
ing the Chamber to take such steps as they might consider necessary for promot- 
ing the object in view. The plan proposed was that a sum sufficlent to provide 
1501, for the representatives of each person killed by accident should be raised, 
and for this purpose—estimating the number of fatal accidents at about 1100 
annually, a sum of 167,4001. would be required. This sum it was proposed to 
raise by an assessment of one-eight of a penny per ton on the landowner, one- 
eight of a penny on the colliery proprietor, and of 5s. per annum on each collier 
employed. Mr. Wm. M‘Ewen said if the Chamber took up this proposal they 
would require to go a little further, and institute a universal insurance com- 
pany, because, if they interfered with this particular class of men, they must 
also provide for sailors, for people who travelled by railway, and others who 
neurr d great risk. Mr, Alexander and several other members were favourable 
io a movement in the direction proposed; but the general feeling of the Cham- 
ter seemed to be with the views expressed by Mr. M‘Ewen, and it was resolved 
bo allow the communication to lie on the table. 





REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 


May 11,—The flooding of the mines in the Tunstall and Burslem 
districts continues seriously to interrupt business in North Stafford- 
shire, but the first steps have now been taken to effect a united ac- 
tion in the matter on the part of the colliery proprietors and the large 

consumers of fuel. This effort, of which we shall probably have 
more to say next week, is being made under the auspices of the North 
Staffordshire Coal and Iron Masters’ Association, The water in the 
flooded mines is still rising at the rate of 18 in. per week, one-third 
of it coming from a brook near Tunstall, which has been allowed te get into a 
bad condition. If the overflow from this stream were prevented, the estimated 
cost of pumping-power to clear the mines would be about 10,700/., and an annual 
outlay of 29001. would work the apparatus and keep the mines dry. This would 
represent a charge of 14d. per ton, supposing the annual yield of coal to be 
600,000 tons. The Iron Trade of North Staffordshire continues steadily to im- 

prove at last quotations. The Coal Trade of South Staffordshire is scarcely so 
brisk this week, the falling off in the household demand being seriously felt in 
some parts of the district. In the Cannock Chase field there is considerable ac- 
tivity, and the Thick coal pits, west of Dudley, are all in full operation. Prices 

are tolerably firm for this season. Ironstones of native produce are in active 
request, at satisfactory quotations, but the transactions are limited by thecom- 
parative smallness of the supplies. The iron trade is, on the whole, steadler, 
but business is without important change this week. An additional furnace is 
shortly te be put in blast at Corbyn’s Hall, near Kingswinford, making an ag- 
gregate of 108 now working in the district. The producers of best brands are, 
as a rule, well sold for the quarter, and the cheaper qualities show a tendency 
to improve in value. The mills and forges of the district are now doing, onthe 
average, five days per week. Best bars, hoops, thin sheets, and angles are 
among the more prominent features of production. The demand for Bessemer 
steel is well sustained at Wednesbury. There are some complaints as to prices 
among the makers of cheap merchant iron, who feel the pressure of the prevail- 
ing system of regulating wages by the ‘ official,’’ and not the actual selling, 
prices of iron. The failure was announced on Wednesday of Mr, Frederic Lewis, 
commission merchant, who for the last 12 months has been trading as an iron- 
master at Smethwick, inthe nameof the AnchorIronCompany. The liabilities 
are roughly estimated at 25,0001. The foundries of the district are mostly well 
supplied with orders for machine castings. 

The Dudley Correspondent of the Wolverhampton Chronicle writes :— 

West of Dudley some of the leading members of the trade are well 
off for orders for plates, bars, rounds, squares, and horse-shoe iron, 
and others are well supplied with advices for hoops and sheets; 
some of them, indeed, are so busy that they are about starting their 
works on Monday mornings. Second-class houses, though not able 
to keep their work~- so well in gear as could be wished, are, we are glad to say, 
realising somewhat better prices than they were. Export orders are in fair re- 
quest, but not equal to what was expected by the trade for this season of the 

ear. Some of the works in the district have just changed hands; for instance, 
the Brettel Lane forges and mills, formerly carried on for many years by John 
Wheeley and Co., and lately by Benjamin Wood and Co., are now transferred by 
the latter to Mr. Charles Onions, of The Deepfields, near Bilston. Business in 
some instances must be reported quieter, and below the ordinary average, The 
fact is, since November 4, 1869, when 11. per ton was put upon merchant iron, 
the trade has not been equal to what it was then. We think the trade acted 
rather imprudently in taking this step, but it cannot well go back to the old 
list. The declaration of an advance in prices of twenty shillings per ton, when 
there is nothing really to warrant it, always leads toa reaction. If manufac- 
turers would advance from 5s. to 10s. per ton as the demand arises, and accord- 
ing to individual quality and requirements, it would, we think, tend to givea 
degree of steadiness to the trade impossible under the present system. The pig 
makers always adopt this princ!ple, and the bar makers would certainly find it 
to their advantage to do so. were this method adopted we think it almost cer- 
tain that the position of the iron trade would become more satisfactory, for when 
once wages are got up it Is not easy to bring them down again. The demand 
for pig-iron keeps steady, and some more furnaces are about being re-lighted at 
Corbyn’s Hall, uear King-winford, which were formerly worked by Benjamin 
Gibbons. The demand for coai is daily becoming more languld in consequence 
of the falling off for household purposes, but the requirements for the various 
works still continues large. A good deal of under-selling is being carried on 
by certain parties, but this is generally the case at this period of the year.

In the solu- 
ton thus obtained the inventor suspends sheets of tin and also the articles to be 
tated with the same, which will be previously prepared as is usual when coating 
articles by the electro-deposition of metal, and will be understood by persons
